said indirect heat exchanger, said mixing valve serving to receive water from one 
of said first outlet and said second outlet and for selectively delivering water from 
said pump to said coil of said indirect heat exchanger or for returning water from 
said pump to an inlet of said pump.— 

-Claim 1 1 . The method according to claim 9 wherein: the step of pumping water 
comprises pumping a stream of water from only one of said first outlet and said 
second outlet of said water cooling tower at a variable rate to the coil of the 
indirect heat exchanger, the stream of water being pumped at a fixed rate to a 
mixing valve and retumed at a variable rate from the mixing valve to an inlet of a 
pump used in pumping water.- 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art taught or fairly suggested an apparatus for delivering cooling air for cooling 
molds of a glass manufacturing machine having in combination all the parts recited in 
claim 1 and a temperature controlled three-way mixing valve upstream of the coil in the 
heat exchanger for receiving water from the first water outlet and the second water 
outlet and for controlling the treating effect of water delivered to said inlet of said indirect 
heat exchanger. 

Also, none of the prior art examined taught or fairly suggested a method of 
treating air for use in cooling molds of a glass manufacturing machine have the recited 
steps of claim 6 and pumping water comprising water selected form the group of water 
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from the first outlet of the water cooling tower, water from the second outlet of the water 
cooling tower and a mixture of water from the first outlet of the water cooling tower and 
the second outlet of the water cooling tower to flow through the coil of the indirect heat 
exchanger to alter the temperature of air flowing through the indirect heat exchanger. 

The closest piece of prior art Virey et al. US 4812156 teaches cryogenic cooling 
of air to cool glass molds. While Virey does teach that a water heat exchanger may be 
substituted for the cryogenic exchanger (col. 7, lines 37-41 ), Virey fails to teach or fairly 
suggest using a water tower; the three-way mixing valve or the pumping arrangement 
recited in method claim 6. Also, while Kraus et al. US 3259175 teaches that it is known 
to use a water tower to cool molds (Fig. 6), they do not provide motivation for combining 
the water tower, a three-way mixing valve or the pumping arrangement claimed in 

method claim 6 with Virey et al.
